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THE NEW TAX BILL 
The new “soak the rich,” “share the w ealth” 
or “soak the th rifty ” tax bill, the name depend­ 
ing on how y ou feel about it, has now been in­ 
troduced into congress. It provides for heavy 
urtax es on incomes above $50,000 a y ear, a grad- 
ted corporation income tax ranging from 13*4 
14*4 per cent, an ex cess profits tax of from 
h t to ten per cent and an inheritance tax run- 
g up to 7 5 per cent. 
Of course there will be much debate before the 
» ill is passed and much water will run over the 
legislative wheel. It will be m aintained of course 
th a t the little fellow will not have to pay the tax , 
th a t it will come out of the coffers of the rich. 
B ut it is impossible for the ultim ate consumer to 
avoid his share of each new tax burden, as these 
are alway s passed on by the corporation or the 
m an higher up. 
But th a t is not all. The bill, it is estimated, 
will raise 27 5 million 'dollars a y ear. This sounds 
like real money but it is only a few drops in the 
bucket compared with what will be needed, with 
annual deficits m ounting up into the billions. If 
th e budget is balanced and we start pay ing our 
debts as a nation, and we m ust do this sooner or 
later if we are to continue as a nation, more tax es 
m ust be found somewhere else. And th a t some­ 
where else is on the income of the so-called “lit­ 
tle fellow.” 
It is coming sooner or later, and the sooner we 
stop feckless ex penditure in government the less 
burdei$some th a t tax is going to be. But even 
a t the best it is going to be plenty . 


COMPARING THE RECORDS 
W hen the campaign is on again and the po­ 
litical lines are closely drawn once more — if they 
are indeed to be drawn between the two historic 
old parties — some political dopesters are won­ 


dering just w hat men like Senators Glass and 
By rd can say when they are charged by support­ 
ers of the adm inistration with not going along 
in congress and on the stump to support the par­ 
ty . 
The answer, however, will be easy to find And 
there is little doubt th at men as skilled in politics 
as the two statesm en mentioned above will be 
able to locate it. All they have to answer, in or­ 
der to prove th a t they are “good Democrats” is 
to point th a t they have been standing squarely 
on the Democratic platform of 1932 and have 
been criticising the Brain Trusters principally 
for policies which do not square w ith the plat­ 
form and with the pledges made in the 1932 cam ­ 
paign. 
For ex ample: if our memory does not fail us, 
the Democratic platform three y ears ago advo­ 
cated among other things “an immediate and 
drastic reduction of governmental ex penditures”;

In addition the platform condemned bureau­ 
cracy and promised its curtailm ent together with 
a cutting down of the number of federal em ­ 
ploy es. It condemned also the “ex travagance of 
the Farm Board” and the “unsound policy of re­ 
stricting agricultural products to the demands of 
domestic m arkets.” 
Democratic speakers from the candidate for 
President on down, lauded the platform and 
promised to stand by its provisions. Now, when 
men like the so-called “old fashioned” Demo­ 
crats are criticised by New Dealers for failure to 
co-operate and their partisanship is also called 
into question they have only in the words of A1 
Sm ith to “look at the record” including their 
party ’s platform in 1932 and a transcript of the 
speeches made during the campaign of th a t y ear.
